During the first year of its opera- 
tion the bureau was considerably 
handicapped by the disapproval of a 
number of paopla to wbom the law 
and its purposea were new and who 
did not or could aoti recognize the value 
of therecordaof birthaaad deatha of 
people. That tiiis number comprised 
only a limited few, tiowever, was con- 
clusively siiown by the attitude of the 
1912 Legislature which reflected the 
expressed wishes of their constituents 
by declaring the Vital Statistics Law 
of Kentucky to be a valuable one, and 
not only voted that it remain on ttie 
statute books but strengthened it by 
the paaaage of math n aada d amand- 
ments 

Numerous requests in gradually in- 
craaaing nambwa are reeelTod at this 
offee for information as to tha dataa 
of births <iud deattis in order to prove 
accurately aomeoDe's dahn to an in- 
surance or pension fund or to inheri- 
t9.nce. Several applications have tieen 
made by foreign consuls for death 
certificates of former citizens of thoaa 
conntries, that under their laws are 
absolutely necessary before any settle- 
ment of an eatate can be made. 

Lawyers from all over Kentucky are 
Ending tliecertiHed copies of the death 
records to be the e aal eat way to settle 
insurance and pension claims and. of 
course, as tliese records increase in 
age and number and witoesses of such 
events have moved away or died, re- 
<iuests for certified copies of birth and 
death records will be multiplied a 
hmdiedfold.

I There are 114 deaths reported from 
I the State from pel leg ra, of which 97 
! were white and 17 colored. The coun- 
i ties of Christian, Fayette, and Jeffer- 
son show the largest numi)er of deaths 
from tills diaease because the State 
hospitals for the insane, where a large 
number of these cases are confined, 
arakMatad there. 

There were 10 deaths reported from 
liookworm disease in Kentucky in 1912 
while none were reported In 1911. 

This is due most likely to the fact 
that this disease has been recognized 
only a short while by our physicians 
and it is quite likely that the number 
of deaths from this disease is very 
much larger than is giyen here and 
will be reported as such, as the knowl- 
edge of this disease is disseminated 
among the physicians of the State. 

TUBKKCULOSIS. 

There were 4,773 deaths from tuber- 
culosis (all forms) in the State in l'J12 
Tliat is, tuberculosis was responsible 
for 15 9 per cent., of all the deaths re- 
ported, or in otiier words, about one 
funeral out of ev^y six deaths was 
due to this disease. The decrease in 
the number of deaths from Uils dte- 
ease since the report for VMl is too 
marked for one to say that it is 
the result of efforts to control the dis- 
ease. Such results in health work are 
too sudden and reports of eight months 
for 1913 indicate that the total num- 
ber will exceed the 1012 rate. 

It is estimated that there are 19,- 
1(^4 persons in Kentucky who are suii'er- 
ing with this disease, in the active 
stage, most of whom have not the re- 
motest idea of its dangerous nature 
and do not exercise the simplest meth- 
ods to protect members of their own 
families or the community in which 
tiiey live.- As long as this kind of ig- 
norance prevails it cannot be lioped 
that the death rate from this scourg^ 
will be materially reduced. 

PBBVSNTABLB DI8BA8K8. 

' Of the 2(i,9.j5 deaths reported it is a 
significant fact that ll,b4l were 
caused by preventable diseases or, in 
other words, of every one hundred 
I funerals that were held in the state 
during the year, were caused by 
diseases that are practically prevent- 
able. Omitting the physical and 
mental suffering of those aiUicted it is 
computed by careful estUnatea that 
the less to Kentucky eacli year from 
this source is approximately twenty- 
eight and a half miUlOB dollars or over 
four times the amount of the entire 
revenue of Kentucky, or, is several 
million dollars more than is spent by 
Kentuckians to maintain all the gov- 
ernment of the counties, all the 
churches expend, and all the money 
tliat la apent for pubiie and private 
schools. Kentucky appropriates $30,- 1 
000 to maintain the department of! 
health, or In orther words, Kentoeky 
spends one dollar in the effort to save 
$u4<:> which are lost by diseases which 
are practically preventaUe.

In the for- 
mation of this heap it should be trod- 
den down in successive layers of a 
foot in depth until the heap Is foor 
feet or more in height. The hose aff 
the heap should be ct smfldcnt dlanie> 
ter to insure L;i'od fermentation in the 
severest winter weather. All the ma- 
terial used for beating should be well 
dampened l>erore putting it in the pBe 
or the lermeutation will not be evenly 
distributed. Care must be taken that 
no froaeu material is put in the heap 
or fermentation will be slow and may 
greatly interfere with the operator's 
plans of an early sowing of seed.— 
lal Now Yorker.

Mr 
Clayton Is serring his ninth term as a 
member of the national house of rep- 
resentatives, lie has been a member 
of the judiciary committee for many 
years and is now Its chairman. He 
came Into prominence at the Demo 
cratic convention of lS9tl, when he 
fought the nomination of David B. Hill 
for temporary chairman and helped 
bring about the condition that resulted 
In the choice of William Jennings Bry- 
an as candidate for the presidency. 
Mr. Clayton is a strict party man and 
has been a member of the national 
Democratic committee since 1888.

built on the following dimenaloae: It* 

length is twenty-eight inches, helirht 
of side thirtj'-two inches, space be- 
tween bottom and middle shelf twelve 
inches, between middle and top ten
